8in Salvador Uses a Llve'Votcano at 


a Lighthouse. 
. 


The.republic of San Salvador !« the 


only government on earth that collects, 
lighthouse fees on account of a volca- 
no that It owns and without the slight- 
est cost of upkeep. 
.The volcanic beacon Is .about eight 
miles Inland from the port of Acajutla, 
and Its pillar of cloud by day and Its' 
'fire sky by night are visible for many' 
miles out at sen. It bursts forth'every' 
seven minutes and U just a^ accurate 
as any revolving light that warns 
mariners ot danger In any part of .the 
world.

The 
fact that our government turned out a 
coin fhat after passing through the 
assay office was of twenty-two carat 
fineness, only two grains below the 
puro gold standard, and bad also been 
worked over, the silver and copper 
forming the alloy having been mixed 
thoroughly In the gold before the coin 
was minted, made the gold coin par- 
ticularly attractive to tho Jeweler. 
The manufacturer experienced 110 trou- 
ble when the gold coin was used, In- 
asmuch as the alloy always had been 
combined with tho metal, and all that 
was necessary for tho commercial 
utilization of the coin was to nlfoy It 
Bufllclently to bring tho gold down to 
tho point required;'also, from tho Jew: 
ele^s viewpoint, a lofof tlmo and dlffl- 
culty' wns naved. inasmuch as this 
scheme did away with much bookkeep- 
ing and rendered unnecessary the ty- 
ing up of . considerable amounts of 
money In the purchase of raw mate- 
rial to bo held ns stock. iJiter, how- 
over, tho. government mado.up tho 
puro gold In brick or bar form, and it 
la in that Bhapo the greater bulk of 
tho supply is now derived.

The bricks 
vary In value according to. weight from 
$200 to SDOO and. come with the gov- 
ernment assay olUco'stamp as a guar- 
anteo' of purity and Bncness.-New 
York Press.

ceased tho deaths In the hospital de- 
creased. In. two years the dca'ths fell 
off from one In three and a half of all 
who entered the' hospital to one In 
twenty and finally to one In forty-six. 


Maillot, quite naturally enough, be- 


came an earnest opponent of bleeding, 
hut ho wns so actively resisted and so 
ceaselessly vlllOed that be became em- 
bittered toward his colleagues. • 


Nearly .thirty years passed before 


Maillot saw the complete triumph of 
his Ideas. Doctors continued to bleed 
their patients heartily for all manner 
of ills. But In 1SCO Maillot wns made 
commander of the Legion of Uonor nnd 
chief of the medical staff of the French 
army, and bis Influence, with others, 
in bringing about n virtual revolution 
In the practice of medicine was fully 
recognized.—Harper's Weekly. •

It is said that no less 
than 9,000 lettres de cachet were Is- 
sued during the reign of Louis XIV. 
and 80,000 during the reign of Louis 
XV. -In many cases these terrible doc- 
uments . were secretly sold and used 
as a source of Illicit revenue. They 
were frequently signed'In blank, aiid 
the. holder of oue of .these royal ter. 
rors could write In the name:of.any 
person against whom be happened to 
have n grudge.

A. noto In the London Field draws at- 


tention to lions tbat eat porcupines. It 
would appear that an anlmnl protect- 
ed by such powerful spines should be' 
quite secure from attack. Yet, If we 
may trust the account given, It ap- 
pears to he a. habit on the part of the 
lion and not an Isolated occurrence. 
Captain Dulubell had been told by a 
native hunter that the lion was in the 
habit of eating porcupines. And this 
has been confirmed by two English 
sportsmen. V. Klrby, for ^example, 
has'taken a porcupine's head from the 
stomach of a'lioness.'
